in a few years. Prof. A rth u r W. 
Brom age, 
professor 
of 
politi­ 
cal science, U niversity of M ichi­ 
gan, told Bay de Noc C o m m u ­ 
nity College .students at assem ­ 
bly T h u rsd ay afternoon. B ro m ­ 
age 
was 
introduced 
by 
Sam 
Lind of the Bay College faculty. 
T he noted authority in the 
field of political science, and 
form er alderm an of the City of 
Ann A rbor, com bined a strong 
appeal to the young people to 
become active in local g o v ern ­ 
m ent affairs, w ith a rep o rt on 
the "one man - one vote” im ­ 
plications 
to 
cities, 
counties, 
and townships. 
Equality Sought 
Prof. 
B rom age’s appearance 
here was sponsored by the U n i­ 
versity ol Michigan E xtension 
Service and was arranged by 
C harles Folio, extension s u p e r­ 
visor, and trustee of Bay de Noc 
C om m unity College. 
C ounty boards of supervisors 
and cities under the old ald er­ 
m anic or w ard system will be 
affected by the decision of the

one vote for each m an, B ro m ­ 
age said. 
D isparity in population 
be­ 
tw een the cities and the to w n ­ 
ships creates m alapportion

C ounty boards are a cre atu re of 
state g overnm ent and th erefo re 
m ust 
undeniably come 
u nder 
the "one m an - one vote” ru l­ 
ing to achieve equality in re ­ 
presentation for county citizens. 
"T his is a peculiar situation 
because only the state legisla­ 
ture 
can

B rom age co m ­ 
mented. "If this is not done by 
the legislature in 1965 as the 
court has ordered, then I do 
not know' w hat will happen. It 
is likely there will be appeals 
to higher courts from the deci­ 
sion of the K ent C ounty ju d g e.” 
Changes Coming 
"T hese cases test the w hole 
doctrine of local g o v ern m en t in 
the United S tates,” he added. 
“T he objective is to do aw ay 
with the last rem nants of d is­ 
crim ination against voters for 
w h atev er cause and to arriv e at 
a stage of adult franchise in 
g o v ern m en t 
and 
achieve 
an 


adult dem ocracy at last.” 
How 
could 
the 
legislature 
patch up the boards of s u p e r­ 
visors to bring equality of re ­ 
presentation ? 
Brom age 
said 
perhaps by m ultiple votes for 
some supervisors; perhaps fe w ­ 
er 
supervisors 
in 
total 
who 
would be elected at large and 
represent 
larger 
num bers 
of 
citizens. 
The present system is not d e­ 
signed for equality of rep resen ­ 
tation. A sparsely settled to w n ­ 
ship or small city is usually 
o v er-re p resen ted on the county 
board. A populous tow nship or 
city is likely to be u n d e r-re p re ­ 
sented. 
Fewer Members 
"P erh ap s the sim plest solu­ 
tion would be to strike out of 
M ichigan’s 
constitutional 
re ­ 
q uirem ent that each tow nship 
have one m em ber of the county 
board,” 
B rom age 
said. 
“Such 
am en d m en t m ight well a u th o ­ 
rize the legislature to provide a 
system of county boards, 
in­ 
cluding such 
m atters as size; 
m ethods 
ol 
nom ination 
and 
election; and techniques for d i­ 
viding 
counties 
into 
districts 
for election 
of county 
board 
m em bers. 
"If the one m an - one vote 
doctrine is applicable to county 
boards, then our only rational 
altern ativ e m ay be to elect 5, 
7, 9 or some such num ber of 
county board m em bers, either 
at large or from districts a p ­ 
proxim ately equal in population 
so far as practicable. It is e x ­ 
trem ely difficult to arrive at a 
form ula which represents units 
of gover n m en t (cities and to w n ­ 
ships) 
and 
yet 
keep 
county 
boards reasonable in size, w ith ­ 
out violating one man - one 
vote.” 
T ow nship 
representation on 
county boards is found only in 
four of the n atio n ’s 50 states, 
he noted. T hey are Michigan, 
New York, Illinois and W iscon­ 
sin. 
Brom age urged greater citi­ 
zen participation in local gov­ 
ernm ent affairs and suggested 
increasing pressure to achieve 
county hom e rule. Efficiency in 
go v ern m en t does not come by 
accident 
but in 
a dem ocracy 
results from active citizen in ­ 
terest, he concluded.

Sault Ste. .Marie, having tried valiantly and with 
small result to attract industry, has put more of its 
promotional eggs in the basket of education, 
there is 
excellent good sense in this new emphasis. 
Donald Cook, an Escanaban who heads the nation's 
largest private electric utility, said on a recent visit to 
Hie Upper Peninsula that he believed that its economic 
salvation lies in the development of industrial skills 
which can be used on products with small bulk or weight. 
The products would thus present no big problem in ship­ 
ment of raw materials or finished products to and from 
the Upper Peninsula, in an unstrategic position on the 
northern border of the nation. 
Cook would school workers in special skills that 
could be used in the Upper Peninsula in now non-exis­ 
tent industries which would be created and attracted to 
emnloy them. The area has great attractions as a place 
to live, he suggested, but now exports its young people 
to gain the greater economic opportunities elsewhere. 
Sound planning and coordination, he is convinced, 
could create skills and skill industries in the Upper Pen­ 
insula. Technical schools are basic to such an end. The 
U P already has one of the best in the nation in AAch­ 
igan Technological University at Houghton, and Sault 
Ste. Marie has the great good fortune to have been se­ 
lected bv Tech as the site of its onlv branch. 


Tech has been offering a three year program of stud­ 
ies at its Sault Branch and its Board of Control an­ 
nounced recently that this will be expanded into a four 
year degree program effective in September 1965. The 
Branch will offer degree courses in business adminis­ 
tration, biological science and medical technology. 
The Sault isn’t waiting for this educational manna 
to fall from heaven, before getting more actively in the 
business of making the Tech Branch zing. 
The Sault 
Chamber of Commerce got the approval of the Tech 
Board of Control on a $200,000 fund drive to be conduct­ 
ed in the Sault to construct a girl’s dormitory on the 
Branch campus. 
The dorm will be presented to Tech 
as a gift from the community. 
The rentals it earns 
will be used by the branch to enrich its program and 
further expand its dormitory facilities.

Beware O f Gifts 


Tf on one of your visits to Aunt Mary’s place she 
wants to give you plants, trees, or shrubs to bring home, 
remember there is a state law requiring an inspection 
certificate to transport such materials. 
This material has to be certified by the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture’s Plant Industry Division. 
It stems from a law passed in 1875. The intent of the 
law and the amendments that have been made to it 
from time to time is to prevent the spread of plant 
diseases and insect pests. 
Pest-free areas can become infested by bringing 
in uncertified material from areas that are infested. 
Provision for certification applies to wild plants, 
shrubs, and trees as well as those grown by commercial 
nurseries. Persons sometimes are given uncertified ma­ 
terials by well-intentioned relatives or friends, but cer­ 
tification is necessary whether the material is given 
away or purchased. 
It also is illegal for private individuals to remove 
plants, shrubs, or trees from roadsides or public-ownfd 
lands anywhere in the state.

When you finish painting the 
outside of your house, you look 
it over and congratulate your­ 
self on a job well done. 
And 
usually the passage of time 
gives you no reason tor chang­ 
ing your mind about the fine 
result you got. But occasional­ 
ly, you feel like coughing up 
those self-congratulations three 
or six or nine months later. 
You get those second thoughts 
when that seemingly fine coat 
of paint begins to develop pe­ 
culiarities of appearance, some 
of which resemble the face of 
an old man who spent most of 
his life in the sun. On the old 
man, this outer layer may look 
fine, but you don’t exactly ap­ 
preciate it on the exterior of 
your house. 
These paint failures, as pro­ 
fessional 
painters call 
them, 
are not accidental. There’s al­ 
ways a reason why a paint job 
doesn’t last as long as it should. 
Sometimes it’s a combinatior 
of reasons, ranging from in­ 
ferior quality paint to careless 
application, with a variety of 
causes between. 
Possibly the most common 
paint failure is blistering, the 
formation of tiny bubbles on 
the surface. Moisture is trap­ 
ped inside these bubbles. 
It 
got there because the painting 
was done while the surface 
was damp or because it came 
from the inside of the house 
and pushed its way under the 
paint film. 
This latter condition can be 
corrected only by permitting 
the inside moisture to escape 
some other way than through 
the walls. Houses which have 
insulation with a vapor bar­ 
rier usually escape this trou­ 
ble. But the moisture still must 
be given a chance to get out of 
the house via exhaust fans, 
ventilating louvers in the walls 
or some type of dehumidifier. 
Poor quality paint or the 
failure to allow sufficient dry­ 
ing time between coats or, oc­ 
casionally, 
using 
too 
much 
thinner will result eventually 
in an alligator surface. In fact, 
the condition is known as alli­ 
gatoring. 
Where 
this 
occurs 
very slightly, it is called check­ 
ing. The causes are similar. 
Spotted .surfaces come from 
uneven absorption of the paint 
It means the painter either 
failed 
to 
prime the surface 
properly or tried to stretch the 
paint too far, or both. 
When the outer paint coat 
takes on a splotchy appear­ 
ance, sometimes in separated 
areas, the paint was probably 
put on over grease, wax or 
some other foreign material. 
Cracking, which is what the 
term implies, means the paint 
was of poor quality or poorly 
mixed. Wrinkling mostly comes 
from applying too heavy a 
coat. 
Despite constant warnings to 
prepare the surface properly— 
by scraping off loose paint, etc. 
—many persons don’t bother. 
The result: peeling. This also 
can come from painting over a 
damp surface, 
but blistering 
will usually occur first.
